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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because paragraph 46 is missing an 
referenced U.S. Patent application number. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 34-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yamashita 
(U.S. Pat. No. 3,964,822). Yamashita teaches a method for producing an assembly for use in a 
projection screen comprising placing a layer (col. 3, lines 54-55 or col. 4, lines 8-14) above a 
matte metal reflective surface (col. 3, lines 48-53). The applicant is directed to review the 
abstract as well as col. 1, lines 35-54, col. 2, line 18 through col. 5, line 38. The applicant should 
note that the claim language "to reduce an amount of difference in reflectivity of the assembly 
for two modes of polarized light" is an intended use. It does not recite that the layer does or is 
capable of reducing the difference in reflectivity. It is also noted that the layer may be an oxide 
film such as a layer of transparent aluminum oxide. 

Claims 34-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yamanashi 
(U.S. Pat. No. 6,476,888). Yamanashi teaches a method for producing an assembly comprising 
placing a layer of Silicon Oxide or Silicon Dioxide (col. 5, lines 6-8) above a matte metal 
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reflective surface (col 5, lines 4-5). The applicant is directed to review the figures as well as col. 
4, line 57 through col. 5, line 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 37 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yamashita (U.S. 
Pat. No. 3,964,822) in view of Oya (U.S. Pat. No. 6,589,649). Yamashita teaches the salient 
features of the claimed invention except for a layer for stain resistance. Oya teaches in col. 27, 
lines 62-66 that is was known to provide a Si or fluorocarbon layer for stain resistance. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to utilize 
the features taught by Oya for the purpose of preventing stains and increasing usable lifespan of 
product. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-31 and 38-40 are allowed.
